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_ OUR BORDER MEN. 

The snow drifts on the east side of 
Woodchuck Hill etood in the way ofa 
search for Blanchard land at old Salem, 
so I had nothing to do but watch the 
piucky struggle of our stalwait public 
servants, man and beast, to get im the 
same work on good time that is usually 
done under, very difierent conditions, 
In these days, wheu the comfort of the 
many is placed iu the hands of so few 
earetakers, in clearing roads and taking 
orders and delivesing milk, mail and 
provisions, we are apt to forget how 
much moral and other kinds of courage 
it takes to stick to oue’s duty through 
the thick of New England weather. 
(There’s nothing thin about it.) Wood 
in his ‘New England’s Prospect” de- 
devotes nearly two chapters to its pe- 
culiarities and I cannot tell whether it 
is praise or apology. Years ago with 
provisions and fuel galore, with a cow 
in the stablé, and the oxteam to break 
out between the scattered houses, and 
no city business to hurry one, it did 
not matter if one was snowbonnd, 
Now it is starvation and freezing, if 
some one does pot make haste, So 
when you remember your childhood’s 
prayer for the sailor, putin a line for 
the milk man that he escape pneumo- 
nia. All the courage of the genera- 
tions past was not spent at garrison 
service on the colonial frontier as it 
spread north and west, nor in the 
struggles for Independence and for 
Union. The great sum was in. the 
every day devotion to the grind of 
duty on the. part of our friends, who 
have kept us comfortable inthe home 
and expebited our going to and fro of 
late years. I used to sit in childhood 
at the Free Church, behind a whole 
pew full of grown up people, the family 
of Henry Augustus Gould. Where 
the children were I do not recall. They 
were always grown up I feel sure. 
The record of the family was as fine as 
that of Degcan Whiting of Billerica, 
who never missed a service’ for. forty 
years. The moral power of such loyal- 
ty ona keen morning in winter was 
immense in our circle, and I have a 
feeling that years before the laggards 
at the Center were being impressed in 
like fashion. There were other fami 
lies..who came long distances, but 
where wi.l you find the roads like the 


dass » lt See aaa re 
track the Gould’s-camé over? _Some- 


body drove me about the old roads in 
that direction one summer day, when 
things were at their best, from ‘*Holt’s 
Row”’ to the place where the State 
Road was being put in, and my respect 
for the Gould achievements will never 
fail. 

It was about 1520 A. D., in a village 
of Hertfordshire, that peering into the 
shadow, we find Thomas Gvuolde doing 
what was expected of him. He wasa 
great churchman in his way. Witb 
Joanna’s approval,he left money tokeep 
various lights burning,--St. Lawrence, 
St. Leonard’s, Rood, Lady’s, etc; he 
secured gilding for tabernacle and 
and aliar; ‘the priests singing for his | 
sowle’s health,’ and the mending of 
highways. Bless his soul! Henry was 
a favorite name in the line. They had 
Russells for neighbors over there as 
well as in Andover, ‘and alliances with 
the English family , a8 our Goulds have 
with the Scotch, line here. *Richard 
and Joanna, sThomas and Alice, ‘Rich- 
ard, "Richard, *Zaccheus comes at last 
in the old wills with his wife Phebe 
Deacon, taking asail for Weymouth 
in 1638, where brothers Jeremy and 
others gathered at various dates. 
Capt. *Zaccheus died in Topsfield and 
the Gould Family Register tells the 
story well of his children. ae vusy 
raised one son :John, who married 
Sara Baker of a line now resident here. 
John resisted the colonial tax. and se- 
cured a famous prison record with 
other patriots. Some of the girls mar- 
ried Bixbys. ‘Zaccheus had a daugh- 
ter "Priscilla, who went up to Vermont 
with one Sam Smith, and is now the 
ancestress of that celebrated  eccle- 
siastical dynasty that has covered Utah 
desert with rose bloom, und set a con- 
nundrum for Yankee statesmen equal 
to the Philippine, government question 
in gravity. Right or wrong, the 
Gould’s were thorough as fav as they 
go. 

‘Joseph dparried Priscilla Perkins, 
*Joseph married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Rev. John Emerson, “Cornelius, then 
resident - of Topsfield, married first 
Phebe Porter, who left five children, 
and in 1812 he married I.ydia Jenkins, 
daughter of Joel, the owuer of the old 
estate now occupied by the Goulds on 
the Reading line. Cornelius came to 
the old farm to live later, bringing with 
him "Henry Augustus, one of the four 
children of the second marriage. In 
1837, Sara Batchelder succeeded mother 
Lydia Jenkins in the administration of 


affairs, and to her vigorous and cheer-« 


ful spirit, we owe the family of Henry 
A. Gould, so long resident, so well 
known, as thoroughly trained and 
equipped for service, in their genera- 
tion. 12Ida Rich married Henry A. 
Russell who brought her to the centre 


; headed cane, 


‘and “Sara the widow of Benjamin 


Eaton and George F. Mason finds that 
the business necessities ofthe thirteenth 
generation required a town residence. 
Henry E. Gould and his ‘brothers, 
Theodore, Maik, Milo, and Asa and 
grandson “Frederick make @ good rec- 
ord for the ancient name though some 
of it has slipped over the line into 
North Reading. Theodvie isa veteran 
of the war of 1861. 

If you shoul2 take a look at a 
map of Andover you will find, east of 
the old county road that crosses the 
line at Goulds, across the tortuous 
sluggish ditch called Slug river, an- 
other old road that crosses from Holt 
district school house into Noith Read. 
ing; and on the line which pasees di- 
rectly through the home, was the 
homestead of a border man who was a 
contemporary of Cornelius Gould in 
our records. ‘Jabez Hayward or 
Haward was born in Beverly in 1714. 
‘Nicholas was the first comer and 
owned a lot in the middle of Salem, 
which he sold to the town and chose 
new estates in Beverly. The wills of 
this family are very interesting. They 
show family prejudices and the old 
heir-looms equally well. The wife’s 
gowns, the cypress chest, the apple 
roasters, the warmipg pan are por- 
tioned out with care to the girls, 
while the estate in Beverly is sent 
down with a mighty entailin capital 
letters. *Nathaniel ,was selected to 
found the family. He did the best he 
could but sailors blood was too much 
for the plans of grandsir Nick. Eliza- 
beth Corning of the old Beverly line 
was the mother. Some are drowned at 
sea and all seil to the heir who was 
not expected to stay ut home. *Nehemi- 
ah Hayward has a grant of land in 


‘Reading; which included much this. 


side of Andover Ithe in course of time. 
He married Ruth Clark of Hingham, 
had five children one of whom he ed- 
ucated as a physician; then the patri- 
arch married Peter Shaw’s widow, 
(Bethia Lovett,) who brought two little 
Shaws under his wing; and they raised 
five more. He had got to Reading by 


.this time, and married there a Widow 


Ruth Burnap with several daughters, 
and she brought him a young ‘Eliza- 
abeth, who was heir to the homestead, 
he having provided liberally for the 
comfort of seventeen children, only 
eleven of them his own, The ivory 
the kettle he bought of 
Mr. Shillaber, the one cow that was-to 
be shared or heired by the three Burnap 


step-daughters, and all the lands and 
houses he helped add to the tax lists, 
are mainly in North Reading. 

‘Jabez squatted ‘upon the line, while 
his brother ‘Josiah came over iuto An- 
dover farther up the road. Several 
houses were owned by these Haywards 
who did not enter on our Vital Records 
as-they mainly supported the church in 
North Reading. The sons of ‘Jabez, 
trained with the Andover Company as 
did John Swain, another border man. 
Clerk Moses Abbott told his daugbter- 
in-law years ago, that. these: Reading 
members made the Captain promise in 
case of alarm, the company should 
take the road down past John Jenkins’s 
corner to go to Boston, and so that is 
how the women of Andover happened 
to watch our fellows April 19, 1775, 
from Prospect Hill, as the flew down 
the way to meet Jabez, Junior, and 
John Swain at the corner. After the 
war John married Louise Walton and 
5Jabez took Abigail Graves and moved 
to Andover, where we find them in 
town and church records. The old 
Philemon Chandler estate had come 
on the market by the death of the 
widow who held the Ballard dower 
rights, and Jabez bought the half that 
wus for sale. The north room wag 
held bv the widow of Philemon Chand- 
ler for severar yours. 
old house is very old evidently built in 
garrison days. The split timbers re- 
tain their bark, and the joinings are of 
wooden pegs. After Jabez, Junior, got 
control of the whole I think the north 
part was improved by a new wall over 
the old one. In the next generation 
the ell was built. The south nalt is 
much younger than the old dower 
room. One of the barns is in good re- 
pair that 1s about the age of the south 
half. ‘Jabez Haward married Eliza- 
beth Russell of Salem and died in the 
border house. Elizabeth lived on till 
1812 when her son Jabez wentto war

nuity of produce raised on the Chand- 
ler estate until 1811, and we think 
Ehzabeth passed away while her son 
was in the war. The Mclutyre family 
of Reading were allied to this branch 
of Haywards extensively. . 

Past of Jabez and Abigail's. children 
were baptized in Reading and parvin 
Andover, It was equally perilous for 
the infant: whichever way they took. 
Very curious things happened to this 
border family that belong to the family 
records alone. A_ marriage, in the 
house one night however, when the 
minister from Redding began the ser- 
vice in the Andover parlor, had to be 
legalized by an adjournment of all 
hands to the kitchen, which was on 
Reading ground and every week the 
beans were baked in one town and the 
bread in. tne other, *‘Bethia Haward 
born 1787, married Daniel Foster of a 
Reading line, abd moved over to the 
house now called Bancroft house, 
formerly the Pierson estate. “This lady, 
in alongand anxious life (for Daniel 
lefc her early ) brought her children 
along welland died in extreme old age 
in Boston where she resided with her 
daughier, She was the mother of our 
Wm. Henry Foster, who inherited the 
anpbition and tastes of a student.

1794 and a large family of eleven child- 
aen were born in Andover.

*Nathaniel whomairied Hanna Clark 
was the grandfather of the-late Nathan- 
iel Farrington Flint. i 

*Henry who married Eliza Stimpson, 
lived on the old border farm and at his 
death it passed from the family. His 
son ‘Edward Hayward succeeded his 
-grandfather on the Chandler place, 
and ‘Henry, now resident is the only 
one of this old family who carries the 
anfient name in Andover. His record 
in the late war for the Union is well 
known. The brother Charles and sis- 
ter Harriet have lately removed and we 
place each May, our trivute upon the 
grave of George, the beloved son of his 
mother, one of the Jatest Hay wards to 
yive his life for, the country. The 
children of Benjamin Hayward were 
scattered far and wide. 7Ben Franklin 
went to California with the Pioneers 
fulluwed later by his brother George. 
He is still living at advanced age on a 
rauche in Somona Couaty, and takes a 
lively interest in Andover affairs, as he 
reads. the TOWNSMAN each week.

prom Forest and Stream, June: 18, 1898, 

Ifthe readers of Forest and Stream 
want some fly fishing for salmon as fine 
as can be had in this country they will 
take the advice of one who has been. 
there, and go to Grand Lake,, or Grand 
Lake Stream, whieh is the postoffice 
address, In Washington County, Me. 
This place can be reached in two ways 


either by going via. the Maine Central 
and Canadian Pacific line to St. Steph- 
en, N. B., thence across. the river to 
Calais, Me., or via the Maine Central 
Railroad to Washingt6n Junction, just 
pelow. Bangor, thence via the Wash- 
ington County Railroad to Calais, Me., 
and Princeton, thence by small steamer 
across Long Lake, and stage of about 
three miles to Grand Lake stream, and 
py leaving Boston at 8.00 a. m., one 
would arrive in Calais, via -Vanceboro, 
at night, and take the train the next 
morning for Princeton and get into 
Grand Lake Stream (which is the 
outlet of Grand Lake, in time for din- 
ner. Or leave Boston at 7.00 p. m., and 
going via Bangor and Washington 
Junction one would arrive at Calais the 
next noon and take the train next 
morning for Princeton. 
This is the way that I went in, but 
I am inclined to think that quite as 
pleasant. a Way is tnat which I took 
coming out, which going in would be 
via Winn, By leaving Boston at 7.00 p.

This is over a good turnpike 
road, smooth enough for wheeling so 
that it is a pleasure rather than a dis- 
3 rt.

he could not go, can be depended on 
to recommend the next best man, either 
Abram McArthur, Will Gollin, Ilsley 
Beach or Frank Bagley, in the order 
named, meet you at Duck Lake, or

Nine more I travel about (and I have 
visited nearly all the fishing waters of 
Maine) the more impressed I am with 
the advancement made by the guides. 
Fifteen years aga, while to be sure you 
could get a good guide if you were 


- lucky enough to strike the right man, 


it was very apt to be the case that you 
would get a mighty poor one, But the 
increased travel creating @ demand for 
first class work has stimulated the 
guides to educate themselves for da 
proper performance of their duties, an 
they are now as intelligent and trust- 
worthy and companionable a set of men 
as one can find in the length and 
breadth of our great country. This fact 
alone added much to the pleasure of my 
recent trip to Grand Lake, and in jus- 
tice Ross Yates who did me such 
good%service. I cannot help saying that 
he is one of the best men I have ever 
met in his line of work, and could net 
a salmon quicker than any man I ever 
saw, We landed a number and did not 
miss a single one. 

My Comeanton and I arrived at 
Grand Lake Stream Saturday “noon, 
May 21,,had a very nice dinner at Tom 
Calligan’s,-it being necessary to stop 
with a private family as. there is no 
regular hotel in the place, and Mr. Cal- 
ligan is a gentdeman of the first water, 
besides being the town treasurer and 
nothing Wass too good for us. We had 
the front chamber, which unlike _—

charming daughters did everything 
they could to make our stay 4 pleasant 
one, 

We fished a little during the after- 
noon, but with not much luck, as there 
was hardly a ripple on the surface of 
the lake and the sun was hot enough 
to boil the fish while we: were getting 
them into the landing net. 

Just before sundown a little breeze 
came up, and my companion, Walter 8., 
landed two salmon weighing about two 
and one-half pounds each, and a good 
sized brook trout; while I struck one 
salmon and two togue. 

Speaking of togue, I was surprised to 
find that they could develop such fight- 
ing qualities as was shown by those 
which we caught in Grand Lake, and 
although they did not come out of the 
water when running, we found that 
when we got on. to a good sized one he 
would carry off the line about as fast 
as we could reel it in, and really put 
up quite an interesting fight. We also 
found them very, nice eating, as their 
flesh was not at all muddy, being very 
sweet, and equal if not superior to the 
salmon, 

The next morning we started out 
about 9 o’clock and after we had land- 
ed two good sized fish we paddled to 
the shore and had the guides get us up 
one of those famous dinners, The noon 
hour being very warm we chatted and 
slept until about 3 o’clock then took to 
the canoe and started for the Birches, 
kept by Mr. Frank Ball, at the head 
of the lake. 

Fishing along the shore, I had just 
landed a two pound salmon when I no- 
ticed quite a commotion near the ca- 
noe of Walter’S., and his guide, Mc- 
Arthur, and we lay by to watch as 
pretty a fight as we ever saw. Two sal- 
mon had struck at once, one taking 
the live bait and the other a brown 
hackle, and they made the water fairly 
boil. It is a pretty good trick to handle 
a four pound salmon ona light flying 
rod, but when a man has.two on his 
hands and they are pulling in opposite 
directions it fs not to be wondered at. 
that before he succeeded in landing the 
fish one df them had broken the leader 
which held the fly. Of course it was the 
larger one of the two, and the guide 
backed him up in it, but as the one 
which he landed weighed only a trifie

over four pounds we felt very well sat- 
isfied. 

We had’ not gone“one hundred yards 
from this place. when I had a_ strike 
which fairly made my hair stand on 
end, On the first send-off this noble 
fellow showed his silver sides several 
times, and one leap must have been 
three feet clear of the water and how 
he did make the old reel sing! I brought 
him in seven different times before he 
gave up the fight and it was as lively 
work as I ever had. He tipped the 
scales to a good five pounds and was 
as handsomely marked as any fish I 
have ever seen, his belly being of pure 
silver, and the stripe, Spots and mark- 
ings of his back were as ck as the 
proverbial ace of ‘spades, 

We reached Ball’s camp about 7.30 
Pp. m., and Mrs, Ball soon had a fine, 
supper ready for us which we thor- 
oughly enjoyed and soon after tumbled 
into -bed. ; 

We were up again at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, for fortunately for us we did 
not know about the route via Winn and 
so had to go back to Calligan’s to get 
_our city togs and get back again in 
season to make Winn in time to take 
the train. 

On the way down we landed four sal- 
mon, three, togue and a brook trout 
which weighed three and_ three-fourth 
pounds, and. was beautifully marked. 

All the. fish in these waters afé par- 
ticularly bright in color, Which is ex- 
plained by the fact, that you can see 
the bottom of the lake in twenty féet 
of water, and it is cold and clear in all 
parts, the shores and bottom being 
covered with rocks and boulders, 80 
that ther is no part of it. which is at 
all muddy. ' 

I am told that this is one of the best 
deer ‘countries in this. state and the 
guides have no hesitation whatever in 
saying that they will guarantee any 
man 4 deer inside of five days, and two 
standing shots at not more than 60 
yards, 7 

Moose, caribou and bear they do not 
brag about, as these are not often seen 
but deer are very numerous, and al- 
most any one can get all the law al- 
lows, 

Fly-fishing started in probably by-the 
first day of June and will last a good 
three weeks,, and I know of no better 
place in the state of Maine for the 
greatest sport ever known, fly-fishing 
for salmon. 

Although we did not have any trou- 
ble in.bringing out our fish, yet per- 
haps, a° word of caution might not be 
amiss, as the seizure of boxes of fish 
have begun owing to their not being 
properly transported. 

The law allows each person to bring 
out 25 pounds of! fish, which must be 
properly tagged and accompanied by 
the owner, and for the benefit of those 
who may wish to ship fish, and do not 
wish to have the boxes opened when 
they are legally shipped,..it is well to 
inform them that there is a tag that 
they can have affixed to the box that 
will insure the box against the raids 
of the wardens, This tag is one which 
bears the signature of a_ registered 
guide, the name of the party owning 
the fish, the number of pounds of the 
specified kind of fish that was legally 
caught at a certain place and packed 
by guide. If these cards are affixed it 
inconvenf- 
ence, as it does the fish no good to be 
disturbed after they are. once packed 
in ice. .

SOME LENTEN DISHES. 

n (By Louis Roie. 

When first 1 began the study of the 
culinary art, one of my most valued and 
gifted instructors said to me: “Young 
man, you expect to be a good cook, and 
appear to have some talent in that di- 
rection; but there is one thing you 
must learn at the very outset, and that is 
that you cannot acquire the education 
you need in one day. Don’t try and do 
it all at once. Get one thing just right 
before you try another.” 

I wish especially to commend this 
advice to the readers of this column, 
Good Cookery must of necessity treat of 
varied subjects each week to meet the 
wants of its many thousand readers, 
but if you will profit by it, -you will 
not try all the recipes in one week, You 
will improve much faster as a cook by 
advancing step by step in a thorough 
manner. 

If you are making a scrapbook of 
recipes, you will naturally classify them 
Why not perfect your education in cook- 
ing in the same way? When you have 
mastered the mysteries of the desirable 
soups, try the fish and later roasts, en- 
trees, desserts, etc. Whatever you at- 
tempt, do not leave it till you do it well. 

During the lenten season you will be 
especially interested in the cooking of 
fish, and why not give the whitefish a 
trial. Some years ago this delicious fish 
could hardly be obfained in the east in 
desirable shape, but with improved 
methods of transportation they now 
reach our markets in a condition that 
ig almost perfect. 

Broiled vver a hot fire and served 
‘with a simpie sauce of melted butter, 
lemon, juice and a sprinkling of cayenne 
pepper they-are good enough to serve 
at any meal for anybody. But you can 
make a more elaborate. dish from them 
by going to work in this way: Scalea 
rather. good-sized fish, split-it, remove 
the backbone, and then season. the fish 
wel with salt and pepper, dip it in 
beaten egg, and lay it in a well but- 
tered baking pan, Bake in a hot oven till 
it is colored a good brown. Take it up 
ona hot dish, take the baking pan having 
In it. the hot grease on.the top of the 
range and cook in it for a minute or two 
half a pint of drained oystere; arrange 
the oysters round the fish and pour a 
little melted butter over all, with a 
garnishing of fried parsley, If you are 
having this dish for luncheon, have with 
it some potato croquettes, but if it is 
intended for.dinner ald a roast or rich 
entree. is to folluw,;.then have a dainty 
salad of crisp radishes with a handful 
of capers shaken over them. 

Another thing in the fish line that is 
out of the ordinary and yet very inex- 
pensive I wish to call to your attention, 
viz., fresh cods” tongues. Cods’ tongues 
are a delicacy to even the men who fol- 
low the sea as fishermen, and you will 
be surprised ‘to find you have so long 
neglected a rare dish. One word about 
cooking them follows: 

in three pints of bofling, water place 
a couple of chopped carrots and half a 
dozen onions, a few sprigs of parsiey and 
a cupful of vinegar. Cook until the 
vegetables are nearly done, when adé 
two pounds eods’ tongues. Let ther. 
come to a boil and then.move them back 
where they will simmer for 20 minutes 
Take up the tongues, drain, place on 6 
hot dish and keep warm while you pre- 
pare the sauce. For this drain the vege- 
tables and brown them in a spider witk 
plenty of butter, then add some chopped 
cucumber pickles and a few capers and 
pour around the tongues. Salt and pep- 
per to taste. These two recipes wil 
prove of value to you if you give thema 
trial, and the dishes thus prepared will 
ever be welcome to your table. 

Another desirable dish for lent is fried 
scallops,, Pick over and wash quickly, 
drain between towels, season with fine 
cracker crumbs, with salt and pepper. 
Dip the scallops in crumbs, then into 
beaten egg and again into crumbs; fry 
in smoking hot fat and serve at once, 
Or they are nice simply rolled in Indian

LEMON PIE. 

Mix three tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
one saltspoonful salt and one and om 
half cups sugar stir this all together dry, 
in a porcelain or agate kettle, then add 
one pint of boiling water, and boil five 
minutes, stirring constantly, Add the 
grated rind and juice of two large 
lemons. When slightly cooled add the 
well beaten yolks of four eggs, and last- 
ly the whites beaten to a stiff froth, Cut 
then in thoroughly. Line the plates 
with crust (this will make two pies), 


RECHAUFFE. 

Cutcold roast beef in thin slices,sprinkle 
with flour, salt and pepper. Put them 
in @ deep pudding dish in layers, first a 
layer of beef, then a layer of canned to- 
matoes and bits of butter. Cover closely 
and bake slowly two hours, 


VEAL SCOLLOPS, 

Cut the veal from: the leg or other lean 
part into pieces the size of an oyster.

Broiled Potatoes, Apple Sauce. Rice 
Muffins. Cereal Coffee.

Any of the cereal preparations, but 
more particularly those of wheat, are 
good when cooked with dates. The 
dates supply a natural sweet that will 
be enjoyed by those who have cultivated 
@ taste for sugar with cereals, From a 
dietetic point of view the sweet fruits 
are the ideal fruits to be eaten with 
starchy food, since acid fruits are known 
to impede the digestion of starch, Cook 
the wheat in the usual manner and when 
ready to remove from the fire pour a 
part into an empty baking powder box, 
pound size, after rinsing the same in cold 


water. Add from one-fourth to one-hait- 


@ pound of dates, stoned and cut in quar- 
ters, to the rest and serve witu cream. 
The next morning cut the part that was 
set away in the box into slices, dip in 
flour and sauti in hot fat tried out of salt 
pork. 

The ham, which should be steamed the 
day ‘preceeding that on which it is to be 
served, maybe that part left after the 
best slices have been removed for broil- 
ing or frying, Cut that which can be 
sliced neatly into.thin slices, and chop 
the rest for use in sandwiches, scram- 
bled eggs or an omlet. In chopping the 
ham do not discard all the fat, use about 
one-fourth fat to three-fourths lean, 

The rice tor the muffins was left over 
from the preceeding day, when it was 
boiled southern fashion in plenty of boil- 
ing, salted water and drained. 

Pare and parboil the potatoes, then 
cook with the meat, basting them as 
often as the meat is basted. 

BROILED POTATOES, 

Cut cold boiled potatoes in halves 
lengthwise, dip in melted butter, season 
with salt and pe: per if desired, and broil 
a delicate brown over a clear fire, turn- 
ing often. 

RICE MUFFINS, 

Mix one cup of cold boiled rice, so 
cooked that the grains are distinct and 
separate—with two cups of flour, into 
which four teaspoons (level) of baking 
powder and half a teaspoon of salt have 


been sifted. Beat one egg lightly, add- 


one cup and a fourth of milk and stir 
into the first mixture; add three table- 
spoons level of melted butter, beat thor- 
oughly and bake about 25 minutes in hot 
gem.pans, buttered. 

KORNLET CHOWDER. 

Try the fat from three pieces of salt 
pork an in®h square, and in it sauti half 
an onion, sliced; add three cups of boil- 
ing water and strain into a sauce pan 
over three potatoes pared and sliced. 
When tne potatoes are tender, add one 
can of korniet, and simmer until thor- 
oughly heated, then add one pint of hot 
milk, two tablespoons of butter with salt 
and pepper to taste, Put six or eight: 
ecrackers--into a soup-dish, pour over 
them the chowder, and serve at once, 

COLE SLAW. 

Remove the hard centre from half a 
head of cabbage ,and slice very fine 
(there should be one pint of cabbage), 
set aside in a vesscl of cold water, to 
which a slice of lemon has been added. 
When ready to serve drain the cabbage, 
wrap in a clean towel and wring very 
hard so as to make it as dry as possible; 
then mix with the following dressing and 
serve in:mediately. 

DRESSING FOR COLE SLAW. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs with three 
teaspoonfuls of sugar, one teaspoon of 
mustard, one-fourth a teaspoon each of 
salt and paprica; add five tablespoons 
of cider vinegar and two tablespoons of 
butter; cook these ingredients. over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until they 
become thick an@ Smooth. Set aside to

APriasd 2x MANHATTAN, 

Core and pare eight medium-sized 
cooking apples. Make ready round 
pieces of sponge cake, one for each apple, 
an inch thick, and of the same diameter 
as the apple. Make a syrup of a cup of 
sugar and acup of water. Cook the ap- 
ples very slowly in the syrup, turning 
them once in the meantime, until they 
are tender; then drain very carefully. 
Dust the pieces of cake with sugar and 
set in a moderate oven until the sugar 
melts und runs over the cake. Put an 
apple on each piece of cake. Add halfa 
glass of currant or quince jelly to the 
syrup and cook until it becomes smooth 
and thick; pour over the apples and

We publish in another column the 
full text of the warrant for the coming 
March meeting:

Already: the lots 
are being. considered for residential 
purposes, and unless action ‘is taken 
now an Andover playstead ig ‘put off 
for many years. 

Most of the other special articles 
call for but smail sums of money, and 
they are likely to meet but little oppo- 
sition, for Andover is alwaysfgpHerous 
in the little things that make :for the 
comfort and convenience of, the va- 
rious sections, that come up for yearly 
attention. t 

One of the most important articles 
for West Parish people to consider is 
the one calling for the consolidation 
of the North and Abbot schools, , It is 
recommended by the school committee 
in the belief that through such a move 
the instruction that could be provided 
through the larger school would be 
much better than what is now secured 
in the divided forces. 

We commend the entire warrant to 
the careful reading of ‘every citizen. 


Political Deals. 

When political deals are thickest, 
political lies are biggest., The present 
canvass for town offices promised, un- 
til less than a week ago} to be one of 
the quietest in the town’s political his- 
tory. 

No one appeared to want any of the 
offices, and the old officials seemed to 
be sure of reelection. 

In a twinkling all this has been 
changed, Instead of no candidates 
there are a dozen or more, and in place 
of no interest, the subject has beéome 
all absorbing.

Second Abbot Academy Piano Recital. 


As was hoped and expected, the second 
Abbot Academy piano recital of the 
present season, given by Dr. Edward 


MacDowell of Columbia University in 
the Town Hall yesterday afternoon, drew 
out a large, intelligent and keenly appre- 
ciative audience. 

The programme, which we print below, 

was made up for the most part of Dr. 
MacDowell’s own compositions, all of 
which were original and interesting to an 
almost astonishing degree. 
’ Graceful, symmetrical and well knit, 
with a suggestion of 1epose and reserve 
power; they were sorich and vital with 
the truest romantic spirit, so plentifully 
supplied with fruitful musical, ideas that 
we do not wonder the impreseion they 
made was as profound as.we have no 
doubt it will be permanent. 

To bea great original composer is a 
vast deal more than to be a fine pianist, 
but Dr. MacDowell is fortunate:y both. 
He played pieces by Mozart, Rameau, 
Schubert, Grieg, Templeton Strong 
Chopin and Edgar Thoin with a limpid 
tone, a clear phiasing, and a fine contrast 
of tone color, but the height of interest 
was reached in his performance of his 
own Sovata Eroica, with its suggestive 
motto “Flos regum Arthurus’’ Nobly 
planned, dignified and almost overwhelm- 
ing in its passionate tenderness, it made 
the afternoon stand out as an epoch in 
one’s life and its memory a haunting 
dream. , 

It was played superbly and proved that 
as a composer and as an interpreter Dr. 
MacDowell is at his best‘in music of the 
passionate order. Thus it will be seen 
that the recital was full of delightful sur- 
prises for all present, and it is doubtful if 
any musician has ever appeared in And- 
over who has been more completely satis- 
fying to an audience really cultivated 
and loving music rather as a necessity 
than as a diversion than was Dr. Mac- 
Dowell yesterday afternoon.

Cynthia Westover Alden, in Frank 
Leslie’s Popular Monthly Magazine for 
December, says: ‘‘Suppose a young wo- 
man is neither an ignoramus, a drone,‘ 
nor & crank and feels that she is will- 


Ing to make whatever sacrifices may 
be necessary to create a footing for her- 
self in legitimate journalism. What is 
she to do? Her ambition is proper. Her 
frame of mind is proper. She is the 
sort of a person I. like to deal with. 
She may turn back after putting her 
hand tothe plow; shemay longfor the 
leeks and the fleshpots of the drawing- 


. room and the ballroom; she may prove 


to be physically, or mentally, or tem- 
peramentally. unfit for the work, The 
strain is a severe one. If she falls, she 
will line with the vast majority of ex- 
perimenters in the séme field, There 
will be no disgrace about such a fail- 
dre. .But let_us assume, for the sake of 
argument, that’ she is taken on the 
staff. What qualities must she display 
to hold her own? 

First ogsR.ing nGHevrbgkqjmfwypu 
conscientiousness of the worker, Every- 
else must be subordinate to her duty. 
If long hours and late hours are neces- 
sary she must stay gracefully. If a 
theatre invitation is broken in upon by 
the Cemands of the office, she must ac- 
cept this also, as a matter of course. 
If drudgery has to be done, she must 
be ready to do her share. Tf long dis- 
tance assignments in rainy weather are 
to be covered, she must not complain. 

Second. strict fidelity to the truth. No 
respectable newspaper ‘can afford to 
print lies, or leave essential features of 
a story'in doubt because it would In- 
volve personal discomfort to get at the 
facts. The woman who writes news, 
like the man who writes news, must see 
that both sides of a controversy have a 
fair show, and be ready to swear to 
every statement she makes for the pa- 
per. as well as to take her affa‘avit, if 
desired, that she has not misquoted 
anv one who has‘been interviewed.

President of the Society for 
the JImnrovement of -Vocecal Chords, has 
not treated her with due deference; or 
Ars. Jones Secretary of the Merry 
Wives Asshefation) has — treated her 
with a haughty stare. T have known a 
sirl to let the pvaner he beaten on & 
niece of really important news because 


she thoveht that somebody had 
snubbed her. She was mistaken, of 
course, Tt was the paper that had 


been snubbed. and the vaner that had a 
reason for being offended. The reporter 
had only one Cutv, and that was to 
geet th> news in anv honorable way— 
if not from one person then from an- 
other.

THE PRICE FIXED. 


The committee on sewers met in the 
mayor's -office Monday morning and 
fixed the prices to be recommendéd t» 
the city government for the privilege 
asked by the town of Methuen to enter 
the Lawrenc sewer. ; 


The full committee including Mayor 
Eaton and Aldermen Lynch, and Dick 
was present, and Selectman Frank 
Buckminster represented Methuen, City 
Engineer Marble was also_present. 

The price to be paid by the town of 
Methuen for the privilege is $185 for 
each 1000 persons using the sewer, no 
more than 100 gallons to beallowedeach 
person.

The sewer will probably be entered 
on Stafford street and will drain the 
Arlington district in Methuen and a 
large portion of the town. The step is 
taken by Methuen with a view to es- 
tablishing a sewer system of her own 
before many years.

CHARGED WITH BLACKMAIL, 


DANVERS, Mass., Feb. 20—The au- 
thorities here are deep in an invistiga- 
tion today, as the result of evidefce 
presnted to them Saturday night, by 
Gilbert A. Tapley of this place, which 
is thought to indicate the existence of 


a conspiracy’ to defraud by_means of 
threats of personal violence. Willard P, 
Milbury of Danvers Centre is under 
arrest and it is believed that other per- 
sons soon will be taken into custody.

Early in the evening 
an officer was placed in hiding nearby, 
and at 8 o'clock Mr. Tapley dropped a 
retired. 

Nothing further developed for nearly 
an hour. Just before nine o'clock, how- 
ever, a man was seen by the watching 
official to walk up hastily, cast‘a hur- 
ried look about, and dodging in at the 
entrance of the cemetery, thrust his 
hand down behind the post. Then he 
hurrieda way. The policeman followed 
and coming up with the stranger pla- 
ced him under arrest.
